It  is  gratifying  to  be  able  to  report  that,  after  many  years  of  struggle, 
I    with  limited  means,  and  other  depressing  circumstances,  the  Institute  is 

now  in  a  fairly  prosperous  condition.  This  result  is  due,  first,  to  the  gen- 
's  erous  bequests  of  our  late  President,  Mr.  Wm.  McLennan,  and  the  late 

Mrs.  J.  H.  R.  Molson,  amounting  together  to  $15,000.00;  secondary,  to 
^  a  considerable  increase  in  the  revenues  derived  from  the  Fraser  Building 

on  St.  Sacrament  Street,  and,  thirdly,  to  the  sale  of  the  King's  Post  Farm. 

These  three  items  together,  add  about  $5,500.00  per  annum  to  our  revenue. 

In  view  of  certain  demands  for  the  vacant  land  belonging  to  the 
Institute  on  University  Street,  it  has  been  thought  advisable  to  utilize 
this  property,  and,  suitable  tenants  having  been  secured,  a  building  is  now 
approaching  completion,  from  which  an  additional  sum  of  $3,000.00  will 
be  derived. 

Various  propositions,  having  in  view  the  enlargement  and  increased 
usefulness  of  the  library,  have  occupied  the  attention  of  the  Executive 
Committee  during  the  past  year,  and  there  is  now  every  hope  that  their 
efforts  will  meet  with  success. 

The  statement,  so  often  repeated,  that  there  is  no  free  library  in  Mont- 
real, should  not  be  allowed  to  pass  unanswered  any  longer.  The  public 
are  therefore  informed  that  the  "Fraser"  is  an  absolutely  free  library — 
open  daily  from  9  a.m.  to  10  p.m. — Sundays  included — free  to  all,  without 
distinction  of  race  or  creed. 

•  The  library  now  contains  about  60,000  volumes.  During  the  present 
— 847  English  and  483  French  volumes  were  purchased  and 
5.209  were  donated — making  a  total  addition  of  4,539  volumes. 
There  were  loaned  to  readers  on  the  premises  26,826  volumes,  apart  from 
special  works  of  reference,  and  45,634  volumes  were  borrowed  for  home 
reading.  The  number  of  readers  attending  the  library  has  increased  to 
such  an  extent  that  steps  must  immediately  be  taken  to  enlarge  the  space 
set  apart  for  visitors. 

The  usual  financial  statements,  duly  audited  up  to  the  30th  June, 
191 1,  are  appended  to  this  report.
